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THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Farmington qualified to 
vote in town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at the 
town hall in said town on the eleventh day of March next, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

Article 1. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town expenses for the ensuing year, and to 
make appropriation for the same. : 

Article 2. To seé what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise upon a poll, and other estate in proportion, for the 
repair of highways for the ensuing year. 

Article 3. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay the interest on the debt of said town, and to 
make appropriation for the same. 

Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to apply to the sinking fund and how the same shall 
be invested. 

Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to appropriate in aid of the public library. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of one hundred dollars to Carlton Post,G A R, to be 
used for memorial purposes on May 30, 1902. 

Article 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to hire for the purpose of paying the 
debt of the town for the year ensuing. 
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Article 8. To see what action the town will take in reldtion 
to an agent for the sale of liquor for the ensuing year. 


_ Article 9. To see if the town will vote to put on a night 
watch if the seletmen deem it necessary. 


Article 10. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money for the purpose of building concrete sidewalks. 


Article 11. (By petition.) To see if the town will vote to 
exempt from taxation for a period of five years, the real estate 
of the Farmington Improvement Association. ; 


Article 12. To choose three selectmen, a town clerk, a 
town treasurer, and all other officers and agents for the year 
ensuing.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To rue Orrizens or FAarMInGron: 


In submitting our annual report for the year ending Feb. 
1%, 1902, we wish to call attention to a few points of interest 
and make certain recommendations for the ensuing year. 

Reference to the treasurer’s report will show a quite satis- 
factory condition of the town’s finances. The statement of 
assets and liabilities shows $7,287.08 in the treasury, with 
additional assets in the shape of outstanding tax lits to the 
amount of $8,795 33, and sinking fund $8,377.25, making a 
total of $24,459 66, which deducted from the gross amount 
of the liabilities leaves the net indebtedness $40,940.34, 
a reduction during the year of $4,603.91. $2,190.68 of this 
represents the increase in the sinking fund. It should be ex- 
plained in this connection that there has been an apparent 
increase in the assets to the amount of $125.00, due to 
some previous errors probably in crediting the payments on 
the tax lists of 1891, 92, and ’98. The balance due on these 
lists as shown by the treasurer’s report Feb. 15, 1901, was 
$865 07, deducting the amounts paid into the treasury on 
these lists during the year and the amount of abatements al- 
lowed on the same, would leave a balance of $529.28, while a 
careful comparison of the collector's vouchers and the _ bal- 
ances due on the several lists shows $654.23 still due. 

At the closing of the books Feb. 15, 1902, there were bal- 
ances due the village precinct, school district No 9 and town 
school district amounting to $3,984.00, while the amount 
due Feb 15, 1901, was $3,761.46 or $222.54 less, but as the 
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amount of unpaid bills for highway repairs is considerably 
less than last year, it is believed that the total of outstanding 
debts is little if any greater than at that time. 

One of the largest items of expenditure is for the repair 
and breaking of highways, amounting to $4,447.86 exceeding 
the appropriation ($4,132.77) by $315.14. This includes 
however the construction of concrete sidewalks, for which 
$500.00 were appropriated from the highway money, and the 
repair of the extensive washouts incident to the heavy, rain 
storm of April, 1901, at a cost of $716.12. The serious na- 
ture of these washouts is familiar to all who had occasion to 
travel our country roads at that time, and we believe the re- 
pairs were made as economically as possible, while the ordi- 
nary repairs were made a great deal more difficult and ex- 
pensive as a result of the washing which the roads then re- 
ceived. 


We believe it is good policy to extend our concrete walks 
by adding a little each year and recommend a small appro- 
priation for this purpose. If the coming year should be 
favorable, an appropriation of 35c ona poll and other pro- 
perty in proportion would be sufficient for all highway repairs, 
but we do not think a less sum should be appropriated. 

It has been customary for several years to appropriate 
$3,000 for the payment of interest on the debt. As the ac- 
tual amount needed to pay the annual interest on the bonds 
and outstanding notes is $2,525.50, and as interest on all 
notes has been paid to the 15th of February last, we recom- 
mend that the appropriation be reduced to $2600.
